COURT HEARING 
SUIT BASED UN 
AUTO ACCIDENT 


Three Gettysburg negroes enroute 
to work at Mechanicsburg escaped 
injury this morning when their car 
struck a truck loaded with slate, rip­ 
ping off a front wheel of the sedan 
and causing it to cross Hie highway, 
climb a bank and roll over. 
The accident occurred about 6:50 
o'clock at Shady Acres on the hill 
crest Just south of Twin Bridges on 
the Harrisburg road, seven miles 
north of here. 
Tile driver of the car was T. E. 
Williams, 58, colored, Gettysburg 
R. I, and his broUier, Charles B. 
Williams, Gettysburg R. 3, wras one 
of the other occupants of the ma­ 
chine. 
The third man's name was 
not learned. 
The investigation of the mishap 
by Private George Ackerson, of the 
Gettysburg detail of the state motor 
police, showed that Williams’ car 
struck the left rear section of the 
trailer drawm by a truck operated 
by Robert Detzi, Windgap, Pa., en 
route to Baltimore.

The newly developed pellet al­ 
ready has been put through exhaus­ 
tive laboratory and field tests and 
has proven itself 90 per cent as 
efficient as the present rubber, core­ 
wound ball. 
And there's nothing in the rule 
book which prohibits the new ball's 
use except tile law of supply. 
It 
probably w*on't be m anufactured for 
general distribution until after the 
war. 
Joseph Dey, executive secretary 
of the United States Golf associa­ 
tion. said today th a t a ball was legal 
on the golf course as long as It 
didn’t exceed 1.62 ounces in weight, 
168 inches in diam eter and didn't 
travel faster than 250 feet a second 
when tested on the USGA machine. 
For Fun Experiment 
Possibilities of the new pellet were 
discovered when a chem ist made up 
some of the plastic and molded it 
Into balls "Just for the fun of it." 
Some of them were sent to golf 
professionals, 
including 
H o r t o n 
Sm ith. The pros posted their usual 
low* scores but commented on the 
explosive noise made when the ball 
was struck and the "string" felt 
in the hands when an off-line shot 
was hit. 
Tile two com plaints vir­ 
tually 
have 
been 
elim inated 
in 
newer models. 
M anufacturers feel th a t if the 
plastic ball proves popular It can 
be sold for as little as 15 cents. 
The scientists, however, haven’t 
yet found a substitute for the rub­ 
ber used in the tape by which putts 
at the nineteenth hole are m eas­ 
ured.

determine where savings may be 
made in the various departments 
"Public assistance has not only 
been very expensive," Martin said 
in his first message to the General 
Assembly since his inauguration a 
week ago. “it has had a tendency 
to wreck the morale of our people 
Contribution from State 
“ It Ls suggested that this func­ 
tion be returned to the counties, 
with the state making a large con­ 
tribution to the counties to assist 
them in taking care of those not 
employed. The state should retain 
a degree of superv ision over the ex­ 
penditure of these contributions." 
The executive gave the Legisla­ 
ture a broad recommendation to 
"eliminate as much government as 
possible.'' both in the state and local 
units “in order that all possible 
manpower may bo used In winning 
the war. 
The Assistance department pro­ 
posed to be abolished was estab­ 
lished in 1935 during the democratic 
Earle administration. Prior to that 
relief had been in charge of the 
state Emergency Relief board. 
In another major recommenda­ 
tion. Martin urged immediate con­ 
sideration of "a fair and equitable 
re-districting and re-apportionment 
of the congressional, senatorial and 
legislative districts.’’ 
Other Recommendations 
Other recommendations included: 
1—Creation of a post-war plan­ 
ning commission with broad powers 
to consider a long-range road pro­ 
gram, flood control, reforestation, 
building of dams on tributaries and 
construction of new public build 
ings. 
2—Senate and House appropria­ 
tions committee should start work 
at once in advance of the common­ 
wealth’s budget for the nrxt two 
years “in order that they may de­ 
termine w'here savings may be made 
in the various departments. 
3—Consider the question of up­ 
ward revision of teachers salaries, 
"where necessary," and authorize 
the state Council of Education "to 
change the time, the hours and the 
length of the school day. the school 
week and the school term, for the 
duration of the war." 
4—Authorize workmen's compen­ 
sation for air raid wardens and 
others connected with civilian de­ 
fense 
for 
injuries 
sustained 
in 
blackouts and other actual duties. 
5—Creation of a labor and indus­ 
trial commission, including repre­ 
sentatives of labor and industry, "to 
which shall be referred legislative 
proposals for more adequate and 
workable compensation laws and 
other matters affecting labor." 
Local Government Emphasized 
Emphasizing the importance of 
local government, the governor said: 
"Many of us deplore the continu­ 
ing centralization of power in the 
state capitals and in Washington. 
The cure for centralization Is in 
m a k i n g self-government wo r k . 
Local government must do more 
work and better work than it is 
now doing or it will gradually be 
eliminated. 
Every possible encour­ 
agement must be given local gov­ 
ernment by leaving taxing privileges 
and power in its hands where it is 
feasible for the Legislature to do 
so.’’
